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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1950. 

For  the  third  successive  year  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
were  notified  in  any  of  the  districts. 

The  vital  statistics  reveal  no  abnormality  to  which  it  is 
necessary  to  draw  attention.

The  sterilizing  plant  at  the  Council's  Depot  has  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  during  the  year.  One  new  6-bushel 
steam  pan  and  one  set  of  firebars  have  been  renewed. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  have  been  inspected 
nine  times  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Particular  attention 
has  been  paid  to  the  river  Churn  beyond  the  point  where  the 
effluent  from  the  Stratton  drainage  enters  the  river,  but  no 
evidence  of  serious  pollution  has  been  observed. 

Shops 

A new  Shops  Act  came  into  force  in  October  of  this  year 
and  a survey  of  the  shops  in  the  town  was  commenced  in 
connection  with  the  new  Regulations  affecting  the  health  and 
comfort  of  the  workers.  218  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
and  these  included  visits  to  food  shops. 

Work  was  required  in  seven  cases  in  connection  with 
sanitary  accommodation — additional  and  alterations — and  in 
nine  food  shops  to  provide  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  for 
washing  facilities. 

The  food  shops  generally  were  kept  in  a satisfactory 
condition. 

Food  Preparing  Premises 

205  visits  have  been  made  to  the  registered  food  preparing 
premises  in  the  town  which  include  the  fish  and  chips  shops 
and  the  two  bacon  factories.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
to  the  latter  as  a considerable  amount  of  food  is  prepared 
and  manufactured  at  these  establishments. 

The  occupiers  of  four  premises  have  ceased  to  prepare  food 
and  they  have  been  accordingly  removed  from  the  Register. 

The  occupiers  of  four  premises  have  been  called  upon  to 
provide  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  in  connection  with 
washing  facilities  for  the  persons  employed. 

Generally,  all  premises  have  been  kept  in  good  order. 

All  restaurant  kitchens  have  been  inspected  from  time  to 
time.  This  includes  the  three  main  hotels  in  the  town.  Decora- 
tions have  been  called  for  in  four  cases. 

Ice  Cream  Premises 

One  new  registration  was  granted  during  the  year  to  sell 
and  store  prepacked  ice  cream. 


Eighty-three  visits  have  been  made  to  the  registered 
premises  during  the  year. 

Fifteen  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  and  out  of  this 
number  eight  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Five 
of  these  were  prepacked  and  three  bulk  ice  cream  ; all  pro- 
duced outside  the  district.  A further  eight  check  samples  of 
the  unsatisfactory  ice  cream  were  taken  and  seven  of  these 
were  satisfactory.  The  Local  Authorities  in' whose  area  the 
unsatisfactory  ice  cream  was  produced  were  contacted  in 
each  case  and  steps  were  taken  to  ensure  that  the  ice  cream 
produced  complied  with  the  required  Standard  of  Cleanliness. 
All  samples  taken  complied  with  standards  laid  down  for  fat 
content,  and  the  amount  varied  from  5.73%  to  12.9%. 

A number  of  mobile  ice  cream  vans  entering  the  district 
from  another  area  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory. 

Milk  and  Dairies 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  six 
registrations  were  issued  to  distributors  and  two  dairies  were 
registered.  One  new  dairy  was  in  course  of  construction  and 
was  almost  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  diary  is  of 
a modern  type  and  is  equipped  with  up-to-date  apparatus  for 
bottling  milk  and  sterilizing  equipment.  The  proprietor 
intends  to  instal  Batch  Pasteurisers  in  this  dairy  in  the  very 
near  future. 

One  dairy  in  the  town  was  found  to  be  below  the  standard 
required  by  the  Act  and  extensive  alterations  were  started  on 
these  premises. 

Six  Tuberculin  Tested  Dealers’  Licences  and  one  Pasteur- 
ised Dealer’s  Licence  were  issued  during  the  year.  In  addition, 
two  Supplementary  Pasteurised  Licences  were  issued  and  one 
Supplementary  Tuberculin  Tested  Licence. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
fourteen  were  satisfactory.  In  all  cases  where  unsatisfactory 
samples  were  found  special  investigations  were  made  at  the 
dairies  in  order  to  trace  the  source  of  contamination.  Four 
samples  of  washed  bottles  were  taken  and  of  these  three 
complied  with  the  Sterility  Test. 

Smoke  Abatement  s 

One  complaint  was  received  with  regard  to  the  emission 
of  black  smoke  from  the  steel  chimney  at  a Flour  Mill  in  the 
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town.  On  investigation  it  was  found  to  be  due  to  inferior 
boiler  fuel.  The  manager  of  the  mill  co-operated  in  this  matter 
and  changed  the  source  of  supply.  After  this  no  nuisance  was 
observed. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  J 

The  above  Act  came  into  force  on  1st  April.  The  Council  Q 

appointed  a Pests  Inspector  and  Operator  in  the  Health 
Department.  A survey  of  the  town  was  commenced,  and  at  ^ 

the  end  of  the  year  approximately  75%  of  the  properties  had 
been  inspected.  Numerous  complaints  were  dealt  with  and 
170  premises  were  treated.  In  addition  certain  Local  Authority 
properties  were  disinfested  and  the  sewers  were  twice  treated. 

Further,  a number  of  contracts  were  entered  into  with  private 
undertakings  to  clear  premises  of  rats.  ^ 

Moveable  Dwellings  of 

In  four  cases  caravans  and  tents  were  observed  on  ^ 

unlicensed  sites,  but  after  due  notice  all  removed  from  the 
district. 

No  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  but  permission 
was  granted  to  an  applicant  to  station  a caravan  on  a building  tj 

site  until  such  time  as  the  Council  were  in  a position  to  issue  Q 

a building  licence  to  him  to  build  a small  dwelling. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act  ^ 

Fifty-six  Nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year,  and 
after  notice  fifty-five  were  abated  ; this  number  includes 
numerous  Nuisances  outstanding  from  1949.  During  the 
winter  months  a Nuisance  occurred  on  several  occasions  due 
to  the  flooding  of  a portion  of  road  and  sewer  on  the  south  side  q 

of  the  town.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  rectified  when  » 

the  new  foul  sewer  has  been  completed  in  the  Watermoor  area.  ^ 

It  was  only  necessary  to  serve  five  Statutory  Notices  during 
the  year. 

Housing  Acts 

1,723  visits  have  been  made  to  houses  in  the  town.  This 
number  includes  inspection  of  properties  under  the  Council’s 
pointing  scheme  for  rehousing,  and  visits  made  under  the  o 

Small  Dwellings  Acquisition  Act.  All  defects  found  were  == 

dealt  with  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  ^ 

Daily  visits  have  been  made  to  the  houses  under  con- 
struction on  the  Beeches  Estate  and  Shepherds  Wav  develop- 
ment.

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Housing  Progress 

Twenty  Council  houses  and  forty-two  houses  for  the 
Cirencester  Housing  Society  Ltd.,  were  completed  during  the 
year.  Nine  Council  houses  and  a block  of  Old  People’s  Dwell- 
ings were  under  construction  at  the  end  of,  the  year.  Five 
private  houses  were  completed,  leaving  five  under  construction. 
During  the  year  ninety-three  families  were  rehoused,  bringing 
the  total  to  523  families  rehoused  since  1946. 

Factories 

Quite  a number  of  premises  which  come  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Factories  Act,  including  the  new  building  sites, 
have  been  recorded  in  the  Factories’  Register.  The  occupiers 
of  twenty-six  premises  have  been  called  upon  to  carry  out 
certain  work  under  the  Act,  which  is  summarized  as  follows  : 

2 — Cleansing  of  workroom. 

1 — Abatement  of  overcrowding. 

1 —  Provision  of  heating  in  work  room. 

2 —  Additional  sanitary  accommodation. 

20 — Cleansing  and  alteration  of  sanitary  accommodation. 

In  twenty-one  cases  the  defects  were  dealt  with  by  the  end 
of  the  year.  Five  outworkers’  premises  were  inspected  and 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

Bakehouses 

Forty-one  visits  have  been  made  to  ten  bakehouses  in  the 
town.  The  occupiers  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  as 


follows  : 


4 bakehouses  to  provide  a constant  supply  of  hot 
water  for  washing  facilities  for  the  staff. 

2 bakehouses  to  redecorate. 

2 bakehouses  to  provide  coal  bunkers. 

1 bakehouse  to  provide  board  ceiling. 


One  serious  case  of  unsound  bread  was  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Council  when  a mouse  was  found  embedded  in  a 
loaf.  A thorough  inspection  was  made  of  the  bakehouse  in 
question  and  it  was  found  that  there  was  a defect  in  the  flour 
screening  apparatus.  Further,  there  was  evidence  of  mice 
infestation  in  the  flour  storage  room. 

II 
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After  very  careful  consideration  the  Council  decided  not 
to  take  any  legal  action  in  this  case,  but  the  proprietor  was 
sent  a very  severe  note  of  censure.  The  premises  were  proofed 
and  disinfested  by  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative. 


Common  Lodging  Houses 

One  Common  Lodging  House  was  registered  during  the 
year.  Prior  to  registration  certain  work  was  called  for  in 
connection  with  water  supply,  washing  facilities,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  cleansing.  Six  inspections  were  made 
during  the  year  and  the  Common  Lodging  House  was  main- 
tained in  a clean  and  satisfactory  condition. 


Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

Four  Slaughterhouse  Licences  were  issued  during  the 
year — two  to  the  Bacon  Factories  and  two  to  the  Ministry 
of  Food’s  Slaughterhouses. 

A scheme  was  prepared  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  for 
alterations  and  improvements  to  two  Ministry  controlled 
slaughterhouses,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  work  will  be 
carried  out  during  1951.  Both  slaughterhouses  are  considered 
unsatisfactory  due  to  the  lack  of  lairage  accommodation  and 
slaughtering  facilities,  etc.,  especially  in  view  of  the  large 
numbers  of  animals  killed  each  year. 

The  Council  have  prepared  a scheme  for  the  erection  of  a 
modern  abattoir,  and  the  Ministry  have  been  approached  on 
this.  It  is  hoped  that  authority  will  be  given  to  construct  this 
building  in  the  very  near  future. 

1,272  visits  have  been  made  to  the  slaughterhouses  and 
bacon  factories  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  routine  meat 
inspections.

Action  was  taken  by  the  Council  under  this  section  in 
respect  of  an  elderly  man,  aged  ninety-two  years,  in  North 
Cerney  district,  who,  in  addition  to  being  aged,  was  infirm 
and  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  was  unable  to  devote 
to  himself,  and  was  not  receiving  from  other  persons  proper 
care  and  attention.  The  Court  gave  an  order  for  three  months, 
subsequently  renewed,  to  Watermoor  Hospital — part  3 
accommodation. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


Water  Supplies 

The  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a public  piped  water  supply 
for  Drifheld  and  Harnhill  was  completed  during  the  year  and 
included  the  construction  of  a reservoir. 

During  the  year  a public  water  main  has  been  laid  in 
Meysey  Hampton  from  the  Ready  Token  source. 

The  scheme  to  serve  the  parish  of  Siddington  is  nearing 
completion. 

The  proposals  for  Somerford  Keynes  have  now  been 
amended  to  include  Poole  Keynes  and  work  on  the  modified 
scheme  should  commence  during  1951. 

The  Council’s  five  water  undertakings  at  Lechlade, 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney,  were  satisfac- 
torily maintained  during  the  year,  the  average  monthly 
consumption  over  the  year  being  455,000  gallons,  423,800 
gallons,  411,500  gallons,  346,700  gallons,  410,500  gallons 
respectively. 
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Water  Samples 

Thirteen  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public 
supplies  at  Lechlade,  Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  South 
Cerney  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.  All  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

A sample  taken  from  the  Greenmeadow  private  supply 
showed  the  presence  of  lubricating  oil  and  was  also  bacterio- 
logically  unsatisfactory.  The  cause  of  the  oil  contamination 
was  discovered  and  eliminated  and  chlorination  plant  installed. 
Subsequent  check  samples  proved  the  water  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory. 

The  Edgeworth  Estate  supply  was  sampled  and  found 
to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 

Water  from  the  village  pump  at  Winstone  was  submitted 
for  analysis  and  found  to  be  totally  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion. As  a result  of  this  the  remaining  properties  relying  on 
this  as  a source  of  supply  were  connected  to  the  Council’s 
main. 

During  the  year,  ten  samples  were  taken  from  supplies 
serving  individual  properties,  and  of  these  two  were  entirely 
satisfactory,  four  were  not  entirely  satisfactory,  and  four  were 
totally  unfit.  Two  of  the  latter  cases  were  connected  to  the 
Council’s  main,  one  was  an  alternative  source  of  supply  which 
has  since  been  discontinued,  and  the  other  is  now  obtaining 
water  from  another  source. 

A bacteriological  sample  was  taken  in  connection  with  a 
case  of  paratyphoid  fever,  but  no  evidence  of  infection  was 
discovered. 

At  the  request  of  the  Principal,  water  from  the  swimming 
pool  of  the  school  in  the  district  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  and  was  described  by  him  as  ‘‘  fairly  satisfactory  for 
a swimming  pool.”

Moveable  Dwellings 

Five  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  under  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  269,  for  the  use  of  land  as  a 
site  for  Moveable  Dwellings.  In  addition,  five  existing  licences 
were  renewed. 

Routine  supervision  has  been  exercised  with  particular 
attention  to  sanitary  conditions,  and  all  the  sites  have  been 
maintained  free  of  nuisance. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  a sewerage  scheme 
to  serve  the  parish  of  Lechlade. 

Schemes  for  the  installation  of  sewage  disposal  facilities 
for  the  parishes  of  Fairford  and  South  Cerney  are  still  under 
consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

A small  sewage  disposal  plant  has  been  constructed  in 
connection  with  the  housing  site  at  The  Green,  Quenington. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewage  outfalls  at  Lechlade,  Barnsley, 
North  Cerney  and  Driffield  was  carried  out  by  contract,  a 
mechanical  emptier  being  used. 

Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction  of 
rats  in  the  Fairford  sewers. 
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Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  refuse  collection  throughout  tHe  district  was  carried 
out  by  contract. 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  again  been  undertaken. 
Controlled  tipping  has  continued  without  nuisance  at 
Fairford  and  South  Cerney. 

An  infestation  of  crickets  at  the  South  Cerney  tip  was 
effectively  checked  by  the  use  of  an  insecticidal  tip  dressing. 

Rat  destruction  has  been  carried  out,  as  required,  on 
both  controlled  tips. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

As  from  31st  March,  1950,  the  Council  has  become  the 
responsible  Authority,  by  virtue  of  the  “ Prevention  of 
Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  ” for  ensuring  that  the  District  is 
kept  free  from  rats  and  mice.  Infestations  on  Council  property 
have  been  dealt  with  by  Council  employees.  Eight  complaints 
of  rats  on  private  property  were  received  and  advice  given  in 
each  case.  Reinspection  proved  treatment  to  be  effective.

Comprehensive  Water  Scheme 

Work  commenced  on  the  first  part  of  this  scheme  at  the 
Spring  Heads  at  Bibury  and  Syreford,  where  pumping  stations 
will  be  erected. 

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Work  on  the  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  Parish  of 
Northleach  began  in  July  and  good  progress  was  made  by  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  com- 
pleted and  in  operation  in  the  autumn  of  1951. 

For  Council  houses,  where  the  number  exceeds  four,  a 
small  plant  is  put  in,  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Housing  Manual.  Three  such  plants  were  installed  during 
the  year  at  Withington,  Andoversford,  and  Whittington. 
They  are  inspected  from  time  to  time  and  kept  free  from 
nuisance. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  collection  continued  to  be  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
with  satisfactory  results.  The  amount  of  waste  paper  collected 
was  12  tons  14  cwt.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply 

Tetbury.  The  supply  in  this  parish  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year.  Some  36J  million  gallons  were  pumped  from 
the  two  boreholes.  27 J million  gallons  were  supplied  to  the 
parish  of  Tetbury,  giving  an  average  daily  consumption  of 

75.000  gallons,  equal  to  28  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 
The  remaining  9 million  gallons  were  pumped  to  Babdown 
reservoir  which  supplies  the  Polish  Hostel,  Beverston  village, 
and  parts  of  Tetbury  Upton.  The  average  daily  consumption 
at  the  Hostel  was  18,000  gallons,  whilst  the  parishes  of  Bevers- 
ton and  Tetbury  took  an  average  daily  consumption  of 

6.000  gallons. 
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During  the  year  thirty-six  samples  were  taken  from 
Tetbury  Waterworks.  Of  the  nine  samples  taken  from  No.  1 
borehole  all  were  highly  satisfactory.  In  the  case  of  No.  2 
borehole,  of  the  ten  samples  taken,  nine  were  highly  satisfac- 
tory and  one  unsatisfactory.  All  these  samples  were  taken 
from  untreated  water.  Of  the  seventeen  samples  taken  from 
supply  taps  in  the  parish,  all  were  satisfactory. 

Beverston.  A number  of  new  connections  were  made  to  the 
main  during  the  year,  and  the  average  daily  consumption  of 
this  parish,  together  with  Tetbury  Upton,  was  6,000  gallons. 

Avening  and  Cherington.  The  Stroud  Water  Board 
completed  the  laying  of  water  mains  in  these  parishes  during 
the  year.  One  hundred  properties  in  Avening  and  fifteen  in 
Cherington  were  connected  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Remaining  Parishes.  The  supply  in  these  parishes  remains 
unchanged. 

During  the  year  927  inspections  were  made  in  connection 
with  water  supplies. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

Tetbury  sewerage  disposal  works  operated  satisfactorily 
during  the  year.  Ten  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer 
and  107  inspections  were  carried  out  in  this  connection. 

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  was  collected  from  all  thirteen  parishes, 
and  286  inspections  were  carried  out  in  this  connection.  The 
collection  in  eleven  parishes  is  now  every  two  weeks  instead 
of  every  three  weeks.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply 

The  water  for  this  area  is  supplied  by  the  Stroud  District 
Water  Board,  and  96  per  cent  of  the  houses  herein  are  con- 
nected to  the  supply.  Twenty-six  samples  of  water  from  the 
town  supplies  were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory.  Occa- 
sional complaints  were  received  regarding  excessive  chlorina- 
tion in  the  main  supplies.  These  were  passed  on  to  the  Engineer 
of  the  Stroud  District  Water  Board,  who  always  gave  them 
immediate  attention. 


Springs  and  Wells 

Five  samples  of  water  from  springs  and  wells  in  the 
district  were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacterio- 
logical analysis,  the  results  showing  that  one  was  satisfactory 
and  four  unsatisfactory.  Where  the  samples  were  classified 
as  unfit  for  human  consumption,  steps  were  at  once  taken  to 
secure  the  provision  of  a main  water  supply. 

Swimming  Pools 

The  public  swimming  pools  at  Stratford  Park  were  in 
constant  use  throughout  the  season,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
record  that  the  samples  taken  at  regular  intervals  during  the 
season,  seven  in  number,  were  all  satisfactory.  The  purity  of 
the  water  in  the  pools,  which  contain  over  3^,000  gallons,  is 
maintained  by  a filtration  plant  designed  to  filter  the  whole 
contents  in  six  hours. 

Sewerage 

The  work  on  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  has  been 
continued,  and  good  progress  made  with  the  construction  of 
the  new  and  enlarged  trunk  sewer.

Rodent  Control 

Rodent  Control  has  been  given  every  attention  during 
the  year  and  it  is  felt  that  very  good  results  have  been  attained. 
The  Health  Department  co-operates  with  the  Infestation 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  & Fisheries  who 
advise  as  to  methods  of  baiting  and  treatment,  following 
research  work  in  their  laboratories. 

Two^  treatments  of  the  network  of  sewers  within  the 
Urban  District  were  carried  out  and  post  baiting  showed  that 
a good  proportion  of  the  sewers  were  still  clear  of  rats,  whilst 
in  the  remainder  the  rat  population  had  been  very  consider- 
ably reduced.  Re-infestation  of  sewers,  however,  is  always 
likely  to  recur  and  regular  treatment  of  the  sewers  against 
rats  will  continue  in  the  future.
